LONDON, May 2 (AP).

Sinking of Sloop Bittern. 

The Admiralty announced today 
the loss of the sloop Bittern, re- 
ported yesterday in a dispatch 
from Namsos, Norway, by J. Nor- 
man Lodge, Associated Press cor- 
respondent. 

“The Secretary of the Admiralty 
regrets to announce the loss of 
H. M. S. Bittern, a sloop of 1109 
enn Lieutenant-Commander R. H. 


“This ship was repeatedly at- 
tacked by enemy aircraft and after 
prolonged fighting, in which one 
aircraft was shot down in flames 
and others severely handled, was 
set on fire. 

“Efforts to extinguish the fire 
were unsuccessful and the crew 
were taken on board another war- 
ship. H. M. S. Bittern was finally 
sunk by our forcecs in onder to 
avoid her becoming a danger to 
navigation. 

“No casualties have yet been re- 
ported.” 

The Bittern, completed in March, 
1938, cost £223,668 (currently about 
$780,000) and was a sistership of 
the Admiralty yacht Enchantress 
which took King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth to France in 1938. 
The Bittern was rated as an escort 
vessel, and was similar in appear- 
ance to a destroyer. 


Sunk. 

The Admiralty earlier disclosed 
the loss of the 710-ton mine- 
sweeper Dunoon which struck a 
mine off the east coast. Twenty- 
four men of the crew and three 
officers were listed as missing and 
it was believed that most of them 
were killed outright by the explo- 
sion. Another war vessel picked 
up 40 survivors. 

Two British submarines re- 
turned to their bases safely, it was 
announced, following hazardous pa- 
trol work in Norwegian waters. 
One, the Sea Wolf, was credited 
with sinking two 4000-ton German 
transports. uf

Chamberlain gave German naval 
losses as two capital ships dam- 
aged, three or four cruisers sunk, 
11 destroyers sunk, five subma- 
rines sunk, and 30 transports and 
storeships sunk, scuttled or set 
on fire with the loss of several 
thousand lives. In addition, he said, 
10 German transports or storeships 
probably were sunk. 


The losses of the German navy, 
he said, “were so substantial as to 
alter the entire balance of naval 
power” and permitted “an import- 
ant redistribution of the main Al- 
lied fleets.” 


British losses at the same time, 
he said, were four destroyers, three 
submarines, one sloop and five 
trawlers sunk and “five other war- 
ships” damaged by air attack. One 
storeship had been sunk by tor- 
pedoing, he said. 

“Casualties have not been heavy 
in proportion to the operation,” he 
said. 

Partial Text of Address. 

A partial text of Chamberlain's 
report follows: . 

“Some three months ago we had 
made preparations for the dispatch 
of an Allied force to the assistance 
of Finland. The rnssibility of reach- 
ing Finland was dependent upon 
the collaboration of the Govern- 
ments of Norway and Sweden and, 
realizing that even their acquies- 
cence in the passage of Allied troops 
might involve them in an invasion 
by Germany, we prepared other 
forces to go to their assistance 
im that contingency. 

*Tt did not escape our attention 
that in such a case Trondheim 
and other western ports of Nor- 
way, as well as the airdromes at 
Stavanger, might well be subject 
of attack by Germany and, accord- 
ingly further forces ... were made 
ready to occupy these places. 

“ . . instructions to the com- 
manders of these forces provided 
that they were only to proceed to 
the occupation in one of two con- 
ditions, either that they were in- 
vited to do so by the Norwegian 
Government, or that Norwegian 
neutrality had already been vio- 
lated.

“We had been aware for many 
months that the Germans were 
accumulating transports and troops 
in Baltic ports and that these 
troops were constantly being prac 
ticed in embarkation and disem- 
barkation. . . .

Old Age Pensioner Testi-

Mrs. Lena Rodemeyer, a resident 
of the Rose Crest Nursing Home 
in St. Louis County, testified today 
she did not want to live at the 
home but did not leave because Mrs. 
Irene Chamberlain, the superin- 
tendent, would “have-me arrested.” 

Her testimony was given at a 
hearing bearing before Circuit 
Judge Julius R. Nolte at Clayton 
on a writ of habeas corpus issued 
by the Court yesterday, directing 
Mrs. Chamberlain to produce Mrs. 
Rodemeyer and six other old-age 
pensioners residing at the home. 


ifhe writ was issued on petition of 


Prosecuting Attorney Stanley Wal- 
lach, who charged the pensioners 


jwere being held at the home against 


their will. 

Mrs, Rodemeyer, who is 76 years 
old, spoke in German. She had 
lived with Mrs. Chamberlain two 
years, she testified, and had turned 
over her monthly $21 old-age’ pen- 
sion checks. She went away once, 
She added, but Mrs. Chamberlain 
“said she’d get a policeman after 
me.” 

Says Woman Hit Her. 

She said Mrs. Chamberlain had 
struck her with a pocketbook last 
New Year’s day, and added: “She 
struck me once before with’ her 
hand, last summer. She hit me on 
the forehead and it hurt very 
much, When I screamed, she threw 
water on me.” 

In cross-examination, counsel for 
Mrs. Chamberlain brought out that 
Mrs, Rodemeyer once had lived at 
the St. Louis Altenheim and want- 
ed to return, but was without funds 
to enter there, 

Mrs, Rodemeyer and Mrs. Rosina 
Gamache were the only two of the 
seven pensioners who appeared at 
the hearing. Mrs, Chamberlain’s 
attorney explained that the others 
were too ill or infirm. 

The attorney, Benjamin Landau, 
asked chat the hearing be trans- 
ferred to the home, by appointment 
of a special master if necessary. 


Judge Nolte decided to hear testi- 


mony in behalf of the Prosecutor’s 
office before ruling on this request 
and on another motion, in which 
Landau asked for a five-day period 
to call relatives of the pensioners to 
give testimony. 

Other witnesses included two 
daughters of Mrs. Barbara Hein- 
rich, 80, another of the pensioners, 
who said their mother had ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with the 
home and that they had given the 
Social Security Commission permis- 
sion to remove her. 

O. A. Schlegel, case supervisor for 
the St. Louis County office of the 
commission, testified that the office 
had obtained statements from six of 
the pensioners, authorizing their 
removal to another home, after an 
inspection of the Rose Crest home 
had been made by a County Health 
Department investigator March 28. 

Schlegel was not questioned 
about the investigator’s findings.

ference. Oppose Request 
on President to Bring 
Myron C, Taylor Home. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 2 
(AP).—The general conference of 
the Methodist Church today for- 
mally asked President Roosevelt to 
recall] Myron C. Taylor, his per- 
sonal envoy to the Vatican.

Further examination of the audit 
by Boyd, Cronk & Co. showed 
that even after Gerling assumed 
losses of $9400 by reimbursing the 
funds or buying their poor securi- 
ties, the accounts depreciated by 
$13,702. This resulted from pur- 
chase and sale of securities at 
prices which had no relation to 
market values; decline in market 
value of stocks and bonds and fail- 
ure to collect sufficient interest 
from Gerling on his personal loans 
ef $9300 from one fund. 


How Book Loss Occurred, 


The Children’s and Public Schools 
relief funds suffered losses total- 
ing $3815 through decline in values 
of securities which they still hold. 
In addition, $1204 was taken from 
the Children’s Relief Fund by Ger- 
ling to make up a stock loss in an- 
other account and never replaced. 

But the largest part of the book 
loss, $8423, resulted from the pur- 
ehase and sale of stocks and bonds 
at primes set by Festus J. Wade 
Jr. & Co., whose star salesman was 
Murphy, a former haberdashery 
salesman who switched to bonds 
when he secured Gerling’s election 
as Superintendent, In a summary 
of 36 “special securities transac- 
tions,” the auditors found the 
school accounts should have shown 
a profit of $8162, if true market 
prices for purchase and sales had 
been employed. Instead, there was 
a loss of $260, 

The board took cognizance of 
these findings on Murphy’s activi- 
ties by voting yesterday to file suit 
to remove him, after 27 years. If 
his health permits, Murphy will re- 
sist the suit, his lawyer, Fred M. 
Joseph, said today. 

Through Gerling’s failure to pay 
interest of 6 per cent on personal 
loans totaling $9300 from the Chil- 
dren’s Relief Fund, that account 
was deprived of earnings of $260, 
the auditors reported. 

When Gerling turned over the 
funds, after the board suggested 
he resign Jan. 14, cash and se- 
curity assets in 12 or the remain- 
ing accounts totaled $59,699. Two 
funds had been liquidated. 

Six Funds Reimbursed $4884. 

Gerling reimbursed six accounts 
for losses due primarily to spec- 
ulations, contributing $4884 of his 
own money. Bonds which he fe- 
purchased from school funds and 
then sold himself caused a further 
loss of $1787 taken by Gerling. In 
addition, he faced a potential loss 
of $2790 on stocks and bonds which 
he repurchased but whose final 
disposition was not traced by the 
auditors, 

A large part of these repurchases 
by Gerling of bonds of little value, 
on which he took losses, were 
made after the Post-Dispatch be- 
Zan calling attention last Novem- 
ber to the speculative nature of 
the relief fund investment. 

Meanwhile, the grand jury, 
which devoted all of last month, 
or half of its term, to the Ger- 
ling investigation, went on. this 
afternoon to an ifiquiry into the 
school Building Department, the 
subject of sharp criticism by the 
auditors. 

Other Borrowing By Gerling. 

Gerling not only borrowed $9600 
from the Children’s Relief Fund 
and Pupils’ Savings Reimburse- 
ment Fund, but also borrowed $575 
from the Convention Fund of the 
Missouri State Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, which he held as Superin- 
tendent of Instruction here. One 
was a simple $75 loan but the oth- 
er for $500 was more involved. 

After a pageant, “Musica Ameri- 
cana,” was presented April 3, 1938, 
as part of the school tax campaign, 
$500 was left over from receipts 
and disbursements, A letter found 
by the auditors showed the $500 
balance was returned to Gerling 
by Philip J. Hickey, secretary- 
treasurer of the board, April 14, 
1938, 


But the records of the teachers’ 
convention fund did not show the 
return of the money until Nov. 30, 
1939, 19 months later. A bank 
atatement for the fund showed a 
deposit of $500 on that date and 
a duplicate deposit slip of the same 
date bore the notation, “Advance 
from H. J. Gerling.” Gerling’s per- 
sonal account showed a check 
cleared Dec. 1, 1939, for $500. 

Savings Reimbursement Fund. 

The Pupils’ Savings Reimburse- 
ment Fund, created to repay chil- 


$1393. 

Additional losses of $1182 in this 
fund were made up by Gerling per- 
sonally. Gifts by private individ- 
uals to this fund, totaling $1560, 
were reported by Gerling as per- 


isonal income in his 1933 tax return. 


Pupils whose savings were in the 
closed Natural Bridge Trust Co. and 
Savings Trust Co. are still waiting 
for $29,226. On their claims of 
$92,932, they received $42,840 from 
the banks and $20,865 from the 
Pupils’ Saviggs Reimbursement 
Fund. 

The fund has used $405 for ex- 
penses, of which $322 went to Ger- 
ling’s son, John, an employe in 
Hickey’s Finance Department. 
Henry Gerling borrowed $300 from 
this fund six years ago, finally re- 
paying the last installment of $100 
last August. 

Need for One Fund Questioned. 

The Elementary Schools Lunch- 
room Fund, created by Gerling in 
1934, drew this comment from the 
auditors: “We have been unable to 
find any authority for the estab- 
lishment of this fund and for the 
deviation from Board orders re- 
sulting therefrom.” 

Five years after he created the 
fund, Gerling dictated a memoran- 
dum to a clerk setting forth his 
reasons for setting up the fund, 
even though a board fund for ele- 
mentary lunchrooms was already 
in existence. This was answered by 
the auditors as follows: 

“The transactions within the 
Elementary Schools Lunchroom 
Fund do not support, in our opinion, 
the reasons for opening it ad- 
vanced by the memorandum. But 


to question whether there was or 
is any justification for the existence 
of this fund in violation of a resolu- 
tion of the board directing that all 
profits of the elementary school 
lunchrooms be deposited in the 
Emergency (19381) School lLunch- 
room Fund.” 

From the time this fund was 
established, Oct. 3, 1934, until Dec, 
1, 1937, no disbursements were made 
except for loans to Gerling and to 
other funds, which usually employed 
the money for stock and bond spec- 
ulation. 

Gifts to Agencies Delayed. 

United Charities and other re- 
lief agencies which received Ccon- 
tributions from school employes 
usually had to wait three to four 
months for their money because of 
the manipulation of school ac- 
counts, the auditors found. 

An exchangs of bonds took place 
between the Public Schools Re- 
lief Fund and Festus J. Wade Jr. 
& Co., Aug. 31, 1933. A compari- 
son of prices used in the exchange 
and actual market prices showed 
that the fund was overcharged 
$2872 on its purchases and was 
overcredited $1185 on its sales to 
Wade, or a net loss of $1687 to the 
fund. 

Gerling used 13 of the 14 funds 
in his care for speculation or for 
loans to other accounts which used 
them in speculation. The only ac- 
count which was not employed di- 
rectly or indirectly in. speculation 
was the Musica Americana pageant 
fund,

United States arming on a “pay-as- 
we-go” basis. 

Commending steps thus far tak- 
en to strengthen the army, navy 
and air forces, the resolution said 
it was imperative to speed up prep- 
arations so that “any potential 
aggressor, however powerful and 
ambitious, will be fearful to attack 
us.” 

“We should carry our national 
defense on a pay-as-we-go basis,” 
the resolution added. “We believe 
that substantial economies can be 
effected in the operations of 
the Government and that such 
economies should be made at once 
in the interest of national safety. 
With these economies, we believe 
that any additional burden neces- 
sary for our safety will be assumed 
readily by business men and all 
other citizens.” 

The resolutions committee sug- 
gésted further that the organiza- 
tion ask Congress to “reaffirm its 
determination to keep the United 
States out of war, unless our nation 
is endangered.” 

No Word on Loans to Allies. 

There was no reference in the 
resolution to the question whether 
loans should be granted to the 
French and English Governments 
in the event their assets in this 

country are exhausted before the 
end of the European war. 

Although some western members 
had advocated opposition to such 
loans, the committee was repre- 
sented reliably as feeling that any 
stand on the issue would be pre- 
mature because the Allied, assets 
here were estimated to be suffi-

and expansion of Federal farm 
loans were advocated by Secretary 
Wallace today to stem the west- 
ward tide of unemployed farm la- 
borers. 

The Agriculture Department chief 
told the Senate Civil Liberties 
Committee, investigating the farm 
labor problem, that, unless some- 
thing was done to re-establish the 
migrant thousands, the “country's 
bill for their support will continue 
to grow.” 

“This army of uprooted, home- 
less families,” Wallace said, “may 
lay its troubles to problems which 
have afflicted American agriculture 
for many years. They were not 
created by the depression, although 
it has greatly aggravated them; 
and they cannot be cured merely 
by an upturn in the trade cycle. 

“They arise directly out of the 
waste and exhaustion of our soil, 
which has gone unchecked for more 
than a century, years of ruinous 
farm prices, the disappearance of 
foreign markets, unsound systems 
of tenure, an alarming increase in 
farm tenancy, the development of 
types of agriculture unsuited to the 
soil and climate, the growing sur- 
plus of farm population, and the 
rapid development of a large-scale 
industrialized type of agriculture.” 

He said he hoped Congress would 
consider in the near future “a long- 
term public works program” in 
overcrowded farming areas. He 
declared that, in the South alone, 
thousands of men could find useful 
work for more than a decade, re- 
building forests, controlling floods, 
and restoring eroded land. 

He recommended also: Expan- 
sion of the rehabilitation program, 
under which low interest loans 
are made to financially-distressed 
farm families in an effort to re- 
establish them on a self-supporting 
basis; expansion of the Bankhead- 
Jones tenant purchase program, 
granting landless farmers long 
term, low interest loans for pur- 
chase of farms.

It would 
have no relation to wages or salary 
involved.

Gaylord Corp. Now Considers 
Erecting $90,000 Building 
in Another City. 


Officers of the Gaylord Contain- 
er Corporation, 2820 South Elev- 
enth street, discouraged by a 12- 
month delay in the erection of a 
$90,000 office building addition be- 
cause of a jurisdictional dispute 
between union carpenters and ma- 
chinists, are considering abandon- 


ment of the plan and construction 
of the building at one of their 
plants in another city. 

The Gaylord firm, which manu- 
factures corrugated and fiber 
boxes, has an office force of 150 
and employs 500 workmen in its 
factory on ground leased from An- 
heuser-Busch, Inc. The box firm, 
much of whose business is with 
the brewery, has occupied the prop- 
erty since 1923. The company has 
plants in Milwaukee, Jersey City, 
Tampa, Fila.; Atlanta, Bogalusa, 
La., and small factories in three 
Texas Cities. 

The Gaylord addition was part 
of an $840,000 building program 
which had been planned at the 
brewery last spring. The jurisdic- 
tional dispute began in the brew- 
and then affected the new 
building program. The other por- 


@ tion of the program was the build- 


ing by the brewery of a new fer- 
menting and storage cellar at an 
estimated cost of $750,000, con- 
struction of which has likewise 
been delayed. 

‘Erection of the office building, 
which was to be air-conditioned, 
began last summer. Excavation 
had been finished when the jurisdic- 
tional dispute arose and pickets 
were assigned by the Carpenter’s 
District Council to patrol the 
brewery. 

Last fall, the company had the 
excavation filled and canceled the 
contractors’ contract at a cost of 
about $4000. 

Edwin J. Spiegel, treasurer of the 
corporation, told a reporter that no 
formal action on construction of the 
new office building in another city 
had been taken but that because of 
the long delay officers had dis- 
cussed it. 

The 26-year-old dispute between 
the United Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners and the Inter- 
national Association of Machinists, 
both AFL affiliates, became acute 
early in 1938 but a truce was ef- 
fected, until the quarrel over which 
group should install and maintain 
certain types of machinery at the 
brewery, flared anew last summer. 
The local unions put the matter 
up to the international officers and 
the brewery company officers ap- 
pealed to William Green, AFL presi- 
dent, for a settlement but he was 
unable to bring it about. 

Four officers of the Carpenters 
Union, including the international 
pres'dent, William L. Hutcheson of 
Indianapolis, were indicted last No- 
vember on charges of conspiracy in 
restraint of interstate commerce but 
United States District Judge 
Charles B. Davis sustained demur- 
rers to the indictments. Last Mon- 
day the United States Supreme 
Court agreed to review this de- 
cision which held in effect that 
the carpenters’ union had been 
within its rights by calling a strike 
and picketing the brewery.

-Yesterday the British Embassy 
feigned surprise at London’s move 
and, while the British Charge d’Af.- 
faires was talking with Count Ci- 
ano, yesterday morning, the Em- 
bassy denied to your correspond- 
ent that any contact was being 
made with the Italian Foreign Of- 
fice.

Restraint by Press. 


Last night the British went even 
further and an embassy spokesman 
expressed the opinion, “that the 
reported decision to deviate ship- 
ping from the Mediterranean does 
not reflect on British-Italian rela- 
tions.” 

This remarkable example of the 
British capacity for under asser- 
tion is equalled, happily, by the re- 
straint of the Italian press. In- 
stead of the flaming headlines 
which normally would have greeted 
such an attitude, the press hid the 
London communique away in a 
page four item, with a brief edi- 
torial comment that the routing 
of ships around the Cape meant 
that the ships would go around the 
Cape. ! 

The lion has bared his teeth, 

but Italy’s play in the hands of 
the skillful Mussolini is not neg- 
ligible. The threat that Britain 
and France might get tough and 
make war in the Mediterranean is 
an idle threat, the Italians feel, 
so long as the Allies are engaged 
in Norway where their prestige is 
suffering and where increasingly 
heroic efforts are obviously neces- 
sary. 
The Italians know very well that 
the Allies, like the Germans, want 
no spread of war into the Balkans 
while busy in Norway. Many 
Italians believe, consequently, that 
if Italy struck swiftly in Yugo- 
slavia, now, while the Norwegian 
affair is so difficult, she could get 
by with this “protective” invasion 
without finding herself in war with 
the Allies.

Let us look at the private lives 
first. 

When the hotels and restaurants 
were nationalized, nearly all of 
them were closed. This left thou- 
sands of people homeless in the 
city. To provide accommodation, 
private families began to take in 
these homeless ones as lodgers. 
But soon they had to provide 
billets for Russian officers. The 
floor space of homes was sur- 
veyed, and a decree issued that no 
person could be allowed more than 
15 square yards. If there were not 
enough people in the house to sat- 
isfy this ratio, the householder had 
to accept more lodgers. 

Of course, all house property was 
nationalized. Many house owners 
were asked to leave at the short- 
est notice, some were not allowed 
to take away even their personal 
belongings. 

This treatment, however, was 
considered harsh even by Bolshe- 
vik standards, and presently the 
officials softened their hearts. 
They allowed each house owner 
one room in his own house, with 
sufficient furniture for that only. 
All the rest of his possessions 
were lost by confiscation. | 
My wife and I, as refugees, had 
to move twice to make room for 
Communists, and it was useless to 
protest. 

So great was the fear of being 
turned out people refused to open 
their doors to any stranger. If 
you called on anybody, you had 
first to shout through a closed 
door to satisfy the occupants about 
your business. If your explana- 
tion was not satisfactory the door 
remained closed. 

This was a tragic business, but 
there were a few lighter moments. 
One was when a Russian Captain, 
going to his first lodging in Lvov, 
was shown his room, The bed had 
a spring mattress. He had never 
seen one before, and suspected it 
might be some trap. He inspected 
it from above and from under 
the bed before he was satisfied. 
The next day he took two more 
officers, also strangers to spring 
beds, to his lodging house. The 
three spent hours bouncing happily 


on the bed. :

IVIL servants and employes in 
all nationalized works and busi- 
nesses were expected to emu- 
late the state and live without in- 
come.

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WASHINGTON LETTER

Supreme Court Reaffirms View That Judi- 
cial Powers Over Administrative Agen- 
cies Should Be Used With Restraint, Lest 
“Confusion and Disorder” Result. _ : 


WASHINGTON, May 2. 


HE Supreme Court has handed 

down another in its important 

line of decisions touching the 
powers of administrative bodies in 
the complex governmental set-up of 
today. Again the decision runs in 
favor of judicial self-restraint in 
dealing with the work of the ex- 
ecutive agencies, 

“The record here,” says the 
court, “discloses the ‘confusion and 
disorder’ that can result from the 
delays necessarily incident to ju- 
dicial supervision of administra- 
tive procedure developed to meet 
present day needs of government 
and capable of operating efficient- 
ly and fairly to both private and 
public interests.” 


In the case in question, the court 
by 8 to 1 sustained an order of 
the Secretary of Labor fixing the 
minimum wages which seven “Lit- 
tle Steel” companies, under the 
Walsh-Healey Law, must pay in 
order to qualify for Government 
contracts. 

Justice Black gave the opinion of 
the court. Justice McReynolds 
was the lone dissenter. 

Associating themselves with the 
views of the five “Roosevelt 
Judges” were three of the “old” 
court—Chief Justice Hughes and 
Justices Stone and Roberts. So it 
may be said again that the present 
direction of the court’s thought was 
beginning to be fixed before any of 
the Roosevelt appointees went on 
the bench. That’s a point for the 
lawyers with a nostalgia for the 
“old days” of the court—by which is 
generally meant the days before 
the Roosevelt appointments — to 
remember, 

But whatever the “old” court 
might have decided, the present 
court is definitely commited to the 
theory laid down by Justice Frank- 
furter in the Pottsville broadcast- 
ing case last January, namely, that 
court. procedures and administra- 
tive procedures necessarily differ, 
and that to impose upon the latter 
the rigid formulas of the courts 
would bring confusion and undue 
delay to the functioning of gov- 
ernment, 

All the members of the court sup- 
ported the Pottsville opinion except 
Justice McReynolds, and he con- 


curred in the result reached.

In view of the current contro- 
versy over the Logan-Walter bili, 
the attitude of the court toward 
the administrative agencies has 
special interest. Here is what the 
court said, among other pertinent 
things, in the Pottsville case: 


“To be sure, the laws under which 
these agencies operate prescribe the 
fundamentals of fair play. They re- 
quire that interested parties be 
afforded an opportunity for hearing 
and that judgment must express a 
reasoned conclusion. But to assim- 
ilate the relation of these adminis- 
trative bodies and the courts to 
the relationship between lower and 
upper courts is to disregard the 
origin and purposes of the move- 
ment for administrative regulation 
and at the same time to disregard 
the traditional scope, however far- 
reaching, of the judicial process, 
Unless these vital differentiations 
between the functions of judicial 
and administrative tribunals are 
observed, courts will stray outside 
their province and read the laws 
of Congress through the distorting 
sae of unapplicable legal doce 
rine.” 


And again: “Interference by the 
courts is not conducive to the devel- 
opment of habits of responsibility 
in administrative agencies. Anglo- 
American courts as we now know 
them are themselves in no sma 
measure the product of a historic 
process.” 


This is the line of thought that 
runs through the “Little Steel” 
decision. “The case before us,” says 
the court, “makes it fitting to re 
member that ‘the interference of 
the courts with the performance of 
the ordinary duties of the execu- 
tive departments of the Governe 
ment would b* productive of noth- 
ing but mischief; and we are quite 
satisfied that such a power was 
never intended to be given te 
them.’ 


“Our decision that the complain- 
ing companies lack standing to sue 
does not rest upon a mere formal- 
ity. We rest it upon reasons deeply 
rooted in the constitutional divi- 
sions of authority in our system 
of government and the impropriety 
of judicial interpretations of laws

Although you went on record as op- 
posed to the Senate increase of the whole 
agricultural budget—a matter on which I 
feel incompetent to pass judgment—you 
made the extremely sound distinction be- 
tween subsidies for landowners and loans 
to help landless people become landown- 
ers, under supervision. 

While the planter and owner need help, 
they do not constitute the menace to so- 
ciety and government, nor the offense to 
our common sense of humanity and de- 
cent living, which confronts us in the 
ever growing problem of sharecropping 
and the migrant worker. 

Please continue your fine and more or 
less thankless task of bringing to the 
public the tremendous importance and 
tremendous complexity of this problem. 

Soil exhaustion, ignorance; disease, 
crime, social discontent, readiness for des- 
perate political leadership, loss of civil 
liberties, vigilantism, lynchings, dimin- 
ished national purchasing power, section- 
al jealousies, relief problems—all these 
are unhappy results of an old and vicious 
system in which planter and worker alike 
find themselves caught. 

They are truly “Grapes of Wrath.” No- 
body likes the system. The planter finds 
it inefficient. The cropper. finds it—why 
bother with the superlative? The public 
finds it sickening and degrading. 

There is a way out—however long the 
way may be. It has been tried abroad, as 

# in Denmark and Ireland. Peasants have 
been changed, with careful supervision, 
into responsible farm owners. The state 
has been repaid, everybody makes more 
money and everybody feels happier in a 
more respectable and dignified commu- 
nity. 

It has worked here too. Even the 
small amount of money expended to date 
on the Bankhead-Jones Act has shown 
that the policy is financially sound and 
that it is working social miracles. Keep 
up your good fight to get more of it.

THE WAGE-HOUR BATTLE. 

Is $12.60 a week too much for a family? 

A lot of other questions are being asked in the 
debate in and out of Congress on the Wage-Hour 
Law amendments, but this is the one which stands 
above all the rest. ’ 

Ae $12.60—30. cents an hour for a work week 
of 42 hours—is that more than a family should have 
to live on, to educate its children, to function as a 
useful, self-respecting unit in America? 

The answer of course is that $12.60 a week— 
$655.20 a year if 52 full weeks are worked—is not 
too much. The answer is that this guarantee of 
the Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938 provides no 


more than a subsistence level of living; that some- 


thing is seriously wrong with the business or in- 
dustry which cannot meet so modest a wage scale. 

Yet we have just been treated to the spectacle of 
a hard fight in the House to exempt a million or 
more workers now under the jurisdiction of the law. 
These chiefly are the canners and other processors 
of agricultural products whom Congressman Barden 
of North Carolina sought to deprive of the act’s pro- 
tection. 

The attempt has failed temporarily at least, but 
the battle in the House is not over. Supporters of 
the emasculatory amendments may now try to load 
up desirable amendments with changes so unaccepta- 
ble that administration-supporters will have to op- 
pose them just as the administration group stacked 
Mr. Barden’s own amendments against him. 

The plea that the canner of peas is an agriculvural 
worker and so should be exempt from the law is 
specious. ‘The canner may work with an agricultural 
product but he works with it under industrial con- 
ditions. He does for peas in a cannery what the 
textile worker does in a mill for cotton—prepares 
a raw product for the market. He is no less in in- 
dustry because he is handling a vegetable from the 
fields instead of a mineral from beneath the ground. 

The truth of the matter is that the processors, in- 

cluding the canners of seafood products from the 
Gulf and Southern coastal states, constitute one of 
the groups of workers most in need of the protec- 
tion of the Wage-Hour Act. The scandalously low 
pay and long hours which have been their lot were 
an important factor in the passage of the law. If 
there bas been any mistake, it is not that the law 
was drawn to include them, it is that the admin- 
istration of the law has been slow actually to extend 
to many of them the protection which they legally 
enjoy. 
This does not mean that adjustments in the Wage- 
Hour Act are not needed. Some alterations are now 
an obvious need. The law levies an unfair penalty 
when it requires employers who pay their employes 
well over the minimum scale, perhaps as much as 
several times the minimum, to compensate at over- 
time rates for all hours. worked in excess of the legal 
maximum. This is not only unfair to employers who 
pay well, but places many employes in an unfortunate 
position. They must either turn in memorandums 
for extra pay which they would prefer not to ask 
for or blink the time beyond the maximum which 
they may work in a week. 

The need for correction at this point is generally 
recognized. One of the Barden amendments would 
have exempted from the maximum hours provisions 
all so-called white collar workers earning more than 
$150 a month. Chairman Norton’s own amendments, 
which may be described as the administration 
changes, would exempt all workers earning more 
than $200 a month from the hours limit. In any 
case, persons earning approximately $2000 a year are 
not those for whom Federal wage-hour legislation 
was intended. They may not be in the upper brack- 
ets, but they are not the bottom rung workers in 
whose behalf the law was passed. 

The Wage-Hour Act more than any other single 
piece of legislation embodies the humanitarian phil- 
osophy of the New Deal. It needs to be improved and 
strengthened, not weakened or emasculated. Ex- 
perience charts the course for its friends in Con- 
gress. If they amend it in the light of reason, its 
enemies will not be able to wreck it. 
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$1,000,000 ON HITLER’S HEAD. 

On reading of the offer of a reward of $1,000,000 
for the capture of Adolf Hitler, made by Samuel 
Harden Church of the Carnegie Institute on behalf 
of some members of Pittsburgh’s Dusquene Club, the 
first reaction is to inquire just what kind of cocktails 
are being served at the club. 

The idea that some “adventurous youth” might get 
to Berlin, seize the German leader and turn him over 
to the British to be held for trial before a world 
court is ridiculous. It becomes doubly so when it is 
seriously advanced by the head of an institution 
founded for the promotion of international peace. 

If there must be a price on Hitler’s head, let it be 
put there by Billy Rose—and without a time limit. 
This impresario of amusement novelties could regain 
the reward and a handsome profit, too, by arranging 
personal appearances of the No, 1 Nazi at the New 
‘York and San Francisco world fairs, 
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Those fellows who swindled investors in a get- 
rich-quick farm scheme were, we suppose, country 
slickers. 


INTEMPERATE AND UNYIELDING. 

In his press conference Tuesday on the proposal 
to abolish the Air Safety Board and transfer the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority to the Department of 
Commerce, President Roosevelt was at his worst. 

Instead of giving the opposition the respectful at- 
tention it deserves, he was irritable and resorted to 
nanre-calling. Opposition to his recommendations 
has its source in ignorance, gullibility or politics. 
Taking pride in this outburst, he boasted that, in his 
belief, this was the first time that the sources of 
public trouble had been described in three words. 

When a public official reaches the frame of mind 
in which he lays all opposition to ignorance, gul- 
libility or politics, with no allowance for the fact 
that he himself may occasionally be wrong, it is time 
for him to draw up short and try to re-establish per- 
spective.

ACTION AT LAST TO OUST MURPHY. 

It has taken almost four months to get around to 
it, but the Board of Education at last has authorized 
filing of an ouster suit against its discredited and 
inactive member, Richard Murphy. The prolonged 
delay has severely tried the public patience, so 
flagrant was the case against Murphy. But at least 
the board now is fortified with the whole case his- 
tory, by the detailed report of the auditors on the 
complicated Gerling transactions, and by the recom- 
mendation of its attorney that such a suit be filed. 

Murphy has been dealt with most leniently. Other 
board members have stalled off action against him 
time and again, and have refused to suspend him 
for his absences. Now they are acting as legally 
prescribed, and they are backed by an overwhelming 
mass of evidence. 

The auditors’ report, made public yesterday, on the 
complicated maze of Gerling’s financial jugglery 
brings out even more clearly than before how both 
the Superintendent and the board member betrayed 
the confidence: imposed in them: Gerling by his 
speculations with school relief funds, now set forth 
in detail; Murphy by selling him, at exorbitant 
prices, the variety of risky securities known to the 
trade as “cats and dogs,” which speedily depreciated 
and left the Superintendent to face public disgrace. 

The facts about Murphy are now a matter of pub- 
lic record.

POLITICS AND THE BENCH.

HERE is an obvious incongruity in the 
honor and veneration with which we 
have tried to surround our Judges, when at 
the same time we require them to partici- 
pate in political campaigns. 

Judges don’t “just happen.” We have to 
get them somewhere. So in choosing be- 
tween the two evils, that of election seemed 
lesser than the alternative of appointment 
in which political considerations could en- 
ter to even a greater degree. 

A compromise plan which would combine 
the better features of both the elective and 
appointive systems in the selecting of 
Judges is now being put forward by the 
Missouri Institute for the Administration 
of Justice, a group of laymen and lawyers 
formed about three years ago. 

The initiative petition necessary to put the 
plan before the voters will need 74,350 
signatures. Thus a great deal of work lies 
ahead before the measure reaches even 
the ballot. 

But things which are worth while are 
worth working for. And certainly any 
move to take politics out of the judiciary 
is worth while.

~ON SALE SATURDAY 


Second of Symphonic Works 
Being Distributed in Music 
Appreciation Program. 


Sale of low-cost recordings of 
Beethoven’s Fifth Symphony, sec- 
ond of the works to be distributed 
here in a program sponsored jointly 
by the St. Louis Symphony Society 
and the National Committee for 
Music Appreciation, will begin Sat- 
urday at 420 North Twelfth boule- 


Vard. 
Like the Schubert “Unfinished” 


Symphony, sale of which began last 
Saturday, the Beethoven work is 
priced at $1.59, with sets in albums 
available at an extra charge. It is 
on four 12-inch records. 


Recorded by RCA Victor. 

Although the names of the manu- 
facturer of the records and the 
orchestras which made them have 
not been announced, it is known 
that the works were recorded by 
RCA Victor ‘and played by such 
prominent orchestras as the New 
York Philharmonic and the Phila- 
delphia Orchestra. 

Under the plan to obtain mass 
distribution of the records, the 
manufacturer released them for 
just the cost of the pressings, and 
the orchestras and conductors 
waived the usual royalties paid to 
recording artists. The musicians 
gave their services out of the de- 
sire to stimulate a more widespread 
interest in symphonic music, and 
the recording company presumably 
was willing to undertake the man- 
ufacture of the pressings on a non- 
profit basis as institutional adver- 
wept: se toward the creation 
of a l 

records. 

The records, which critics 
acknowledge to be first-rate orches- 
tral interpretations and good re- 
cordings, are ,distributed by the 
manufacturer through the Publish- 
ers’ Service Co. of New York, a 
syndicate controlled by the Stern 
newspapers. They were offered 
first in New York, in a circulation 
campaign by the New York Post, 


then one of the Stern papers. | 


In 50 Other Cities. 


In the last year and a half they 
have been distributed in about 50 
other cities, sometimes with news- 
papers sponsoring the program and 
sometimes with the backing of 
symphony orchestras or other mu- 
sical organizations. The National 
Committee for Music Appreciation 
formed to act as sponsor of the 
national program for distribution 
of the records and other projects 
to stimulate interest in music, is 
a group of persons active in mu- 
sical circles headed by Dr. Howard 
Hanson, director of the Eastman 
School of Music. 

Distribution costs have been kept 
low by the method of conducting 
the programs and by the large vol- 


ume of sales in each city. In St.) 


Louis, a fund amounting to only 
10 cents for each set of records 
has been set aside for expenses of 
distribution, including advertising 
and salaries of clerks in the pro- 
headquarters. Another 10 
cents for each set sold will go to 
the Symphony Society as local 
sponsor, and will be used for the 
society’s maintenance fund.

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SURGEONS HEAR TALK 
UN 900 OPERATIONS 


Ex-Head of Medical Associa- 
tion Addresses Colleagues at 
3-Day Session Here. 


A review of 500 consecutive oper- 
ations was presented by Dr. Irvin 
Abell of Louisville, former presi- 
dent of the American Medical As- 
sociation, in collaboration with Dr. 
Irvin Abell Jr., in today’s session 
of the American Surgical Associa- 
tion at Brown Hall, Washington 
University. 

With the Abells’ paper the 170 
or more fellows and guests, third 
exclusive group in that field to 
meet here this week, got down to 
the more strictly surgical topics of 
their three-day meeting after an 
opening session yesterday devoted 
to body chemistry. 

The presidential address by Dr. 
Allen O. Whipple of New ork 
reviewed advances in the under- 
standing of the mechanism of 
healing, with emphasis on factors 
remote from the wound as much 
as on those immediate to it. Lab- 
oratory men and specialists from 
other fields joined by invitation 
with the surgeons in a symposium 
on the newer life-saving techniques 
of “feeding” a circulation impov- 
erished by an operation or, more 
often, by the condition demanding 
an operation. 

Restoration of Plasma. 

‘Clinical evidence that distention 
of the small intestine may cause 
a loss of plasma, a protein-carry- 
ing but cell-free blood fluid, was 
offered by Dr. Jacob Fine of Bos- 
ton. Dr. Fine reported eight cases 
in which the fluid was restored not 
by chemical means but by correc- 
tion of the distention. Conversely, 
in discussion, Dr. Robert Elman of 
Washington University reported 
one case in which the distention 
was relieved by plasma transfusion. 

Restoration of blood fluid and 
chemicals by the orthodox mineral 
solutions alone may be impossible, 
said A. S. Minot, Ph. D., of Van- 
derbilt University, since the pro- 
teins available in plasma are es- 
sential to utilization of the salts. 
Large injections of the solutions 
alone, she warned, might therefore 
be followed by progressive loss of 
fluid into the tissues unless they 
were combined with blood trans- 
fusion. 

Diet Prior to Operation. 

The proteins were described by 
Dr. I. S. Ranvin of Philadelphia, in 
a paper read by an associate in his 
absence owing to illness, as “the 
major factor” in the retention of 
fluid in the blood vessels. Dr. Ran- 
vin had found the consequent suf- 
fusion of tissues to interfere with 
healing, and he asserted that ade- 
quate protein diet before operation 
held down liver injury by anesthet- 
ics. 

Correction of protein deficiency, 
not with protein but with its “build- 
ing blocks,” amino acids derived 
by a method stimulating natural 
digestion from casein, the skimmed 
milk protein, was described by Dr. 
Elman _ in his formal paper. A 
comparable advance from another 
angle was cited in discussion by Dr. 
Walter E. Lee of Philadelphia, re- 
corder of the association. This 
was the development by Dr. Max 
Strumia of Bryn Mgwr Hospital of 
dried plasma, which need only to 
be returned to solution before in- 
jection. 


MRS, ROOSEVELT GETS AWARD 
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Pope Says War Is Result 
Of “Thirst for Power’’ 


Speaking at Canonization of Two Women, 
He Declares Men Have Repudiated Laws 
of God and Appeals to Saints. 


VATICAN CITY, May 2 (AP).— 
Pope Pius XII blamed “excessive hu- 
man covetousness and thirst for 
power” for the war raging in Eu- 
rope in speaking briefly at St. 
Peter’s basilica today at canoniza- 
tion ceremonies. 

Men, blinded by these passions, 
have'“repudiated the laws of God” 
in loosing the horrors of war, he 
said. 

The Pope appealed to the new 

saints to intercede with God on 
behalf of mankind for the restora- 
tion of unity, concord and “the 
counsels of peace.” 
The persons canonized were a 
French nun, Marie Euphrasia Pel- 
letier, who founded the Sisters of 
the Good Shepherd, and Gemma 
Galgani, an Italian girl, who bore 
the stigmata, or marks correspond- 
ing to the wounds received by 
Christ when crucified. 

The great church of St. Peter’s 
sparkled with thousands of electric 
candles for the ceremony. Twelve 
thousand lights glistened in 600 
chandeliers especially hung in the 
naves, ‘while other thousands shone 
from 170 immense candelabra. 
Nuns, priests and laymen crowd- 
ed the basilica to see the Pope en- 
ter on his portable throne. Six sil- 
ver trumpets heralded the approach 
of the procession, in which marched 
Cardinals, Bishops and uniformed 
officers of the Papal Guards. 

Seated on a throne near the cen- 
tral altar, the Pope was approached

FRANK K. FITZGIBBON DIES; 
IN COAL BUSINESS 32 YEARS 


President of Fuel Concern, 65 Years 
Old, Once Active in Athletics 
at St. Louis U. 

Frank K. FitzGibbon, president 


by a Cardinal and two other priests 
who thrice petitioned him to de- 
clare the blessed pair saints. 

On the third request, the Pope 
rose, put on his three-tiered crown 
and pronounced in Latin the words 
that created Saint Marie Euphrasia 
and Saint Gemma. After mass the 
Pope bestowed his apostolic bless- 
ing on the congregation, the trum- 
pets sounded and he was borne to 
his apartments. 

Marie Euphrasia Pelletier was 
born in 1796 at Noirmoutier, France, 
and joined the order of Our Lady 
of the Charity of the Refuge at 
18. Some years later she was su- 
perior of the House at Tours, then 
founded a chapter at Angers and 
petitioned the Pope to make it the 
mother house of the world. 

She was accused of disobedience, 
ambition and innovations, and al- 
though upheld: by the Pope was 
forced to found a new order, the 
Sisters of the Good Shepherd, which 
spread throughout the world. It 
was introduced in the United States 
in 1843. She died in 1868. 

Gemma Galgani, the daughter of 
& pharmacist, was 2orn in Lucca, 
Italy, in 1878, and was reported to 
have had heavenly visions as a 
child. Her biographers relate that 
stigmata appeared in her side, 
hands and forehead in 1899. She 
died in 1903, and has been known 
since then as the Virgin of Lucca. 

Both women were beatified by 
‘Pope Pius XI in 1933. 


DR. EDWIN FITCH NORTHRUP, 
PRINCETON PHYSICIST, BURIED 


Ex-Professor Dies at 74; Expert in 
Producing and Measuring High 
Temperatures. 
PRINCETON, N. J., May 2 (AP). 
—Funeral services were held yes- 
terday for Dr. Edwin Fitch North- 
rup, 74 years old, former professor 
of physics at Princeton University 
and inventor of instruments for the 
production and measurement of 
high temperatures, who died Mon- 
day. . 
He assisted Prof. H. A. Rowland 
in developing the Rowland multi- 
plex printing telegraph system in 
1898 and received the bronze medal 
of the Exposition Universalle in 
Paris in 1900 for his contributions 
to the Rowland telephone system. 
During the last 30 years Dr. 
Northrup’s activities were centered 
on the production and measure- 
ment of high temperatures. He 
held 104 patents in this field. Sev- 
eral new alloys developed in high 
frequency melting furnaces resulted 
from his work,

Illinois Créamery Man, Ohio 
Beekeeper Tell Inquiry Sys- 
tem Aids Farmers. 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP).— 
The House subcommittee consider- 
ing the Patman chain store tax bill 
heard testimony from a group of 
manufacturers and farmers today 
that the chains aided them by tak- 
ing merchandise off their hands 
quickly and in large quantities, 
and increased consumption by keep- 
ing retail prices low. 

Two witnesses, a beekeeper and 
& creamery operator, said the 
chains often paid prices higher than 
the market price. 

“The chains,” said Lloyd C. Gard- 
ner, president of the Ohio Bee- 
keepers’ Association, “are paying 
us practically 1 cent per pound 
more for bulk or bakery honey 
than the current market price.” 

N. J. Nelson of Peoria, IIl., presi- 
dent of a creamery which deals 
with 35,000 farmers, said that a 
chain which buys 70 per cent of the 
creamery’s output made a small 
premium over the Chicago market 
for its type of butter. 

“They have never attempted to 
cut. the price,” Nelson said, “or to 
use the fact that they take such a 
large percentage of our output to 
beat down the price.” : 

Walter W.. Moyer, underwear 
manufacturer of Ephrata, Pa., said 
the chains took 94 per cent of his 
production, and that he had no 
selling costs, bad accounts, adver- 
tising costs or unjust claims on this 
merchandise. These savings, he 
said, were passed on to the con- 
sumer, who got for 49 cents a gar- 
ment which otherwise would cost 
69 cents. 

A proposal to subject gasoline 
filling stations to the tax was pre- 
sented to the subcommittee yester- 
day by its chairman, Representative 
McCormick (Dem.), Massachusetts. 
McCormack said he offered the pro- 
posal at the request of a Congress- 
man whom he did not name.

siens. Right up till the time I left 
Lvov there had been no interference 
of any kind with church services. 
Mass was held every Sunday, and 
every morning and evening on week 
days. The services themselves were 
the same as in the days of peace, 
and inside the churches there was 
nothing’ to show that any’ misfor- 
tane had befallen the country. 

The clergy refrained from. the 
processions and other religous 
manifestations in the street that 
are normal occurrences in Catholic 
countries, 

But it is a different story when 
you come to the nunneries and 
monasteries, of which there are 
many in Lvov. 

The Bolsheviks confiscated their 
estates and took over most of the 
buildings for military purposes, 
either as barracks or as_ store- 
rooms, Within the reduced space 
left to them these nuns and monks 
appeared not to be molested. 

One day I visited the cloisters ad- 
joining the Bernardine Church. I 
was held up by an armed Russian 
sentry who was guarding a large 
heap of potatoes and turnips spread 
out under the fifteenth-century 
vaults. 

Only once-did I see a priest in his 
robes in the street, and the effect 
he produced will always live in my 
memory. 

He was obviously going to visit a 
dying person as he was carrying 
a monstrance in his hand, while a 
single small choir-boy carried a 
cross in front of him. 

In normal times he would have 
passed by almost unnoticed, but to 
the starved eyes of the people in 
the street the sight of the priest 
in his vestments, their black and 
mauve standing out against the 
white of a street deep in snow was 
like a miracle. 

There was a movement among 
the people like a wave crossing the 


busy square. One by one they knelt 
and made the sign of the cross. 
Not one of them spoke, and the 
only sound was the low murmur of 
the praying priest and the crunch 
of his boots on the frozen snow. 

Not a single man or woman re- 
mained standing. Men and women 
of the cities and of the peasantry, 
Poles and Ukrainians alike, all for 
a few moments united by their 
common misfortune, prayed for a 
new hope.

Cured and smoked shoulder butts

S\one-half to about four pounds, 


when water-cooked slowly and gent- 
ly about 45 minutes per pound, have 
the makings of an_ aristocratic 
boiled dinner. This is really a 
“simmered dinner” rather than 
boiled dinner, because the slow 
cooking makes for more tender 
meat. 
Whole pared potatoes, peeled 
small. white onions, scraped carrots, 
three-inch pieces of celery and per- 
haps strips of green pepper should 
be added to the pot about three- 
quarters of an hour before serving 
time. Then to make the meal true 
to tradition, lay wedges of cabbage 
on top of the other vegetables for 
just 10 minutes to cook to crunchy 
firmness that spells perfection, 
Dumplings With Stew. 
For dumplings, remove the 
vegetables and meat and arrange 
on a hot platter to keep hot. Stir 
up two cups sifted flour, three to 
four teaspoons baking powder and 
one-half teaspoon salt. Now mix 
in gently about three-fourths cup 
of milk or one-half cup evaporated 
milk, mixed with one-fourth cup 
water. Drop by spoonsful into the 
boiling hot “pot liquor.” Cover 
tightly. A cloth between the pot 
and lid often is needed to make the 
perfect seal. Cook, without remov- 
ing lid, 10 minutes, and then light 
fluffy dumplings will greet you 
when the lid is removed. Be sure 
the family is assembled, because 
dumplings are temperamental and 
won’t be at their best if kept wait- 
ing. 
Serving-sized cubes of veal shoul 
der, lamb neck slices, or beef shank 
meat are economical choices for a 
savory stew. Here the trick is to 
season the meat well, dredge in 
flour and brown well in a little 
lard. Most stews are improved by 
a few slices of onion and a little 
diced celery browned in with the 
meat. Now’s the time to add a 
judicious amount of water. Don’t 
drown the meat and draw out all 
the flavor into broth. Water to 
cover, with a bit added from time 
to time gives a finer flavored re- 
sult. 

As to'time, don’t hurry a stew. 
Let it stew—that is simmer ever 
so gently for a couple of hours to 
reduce the meat to fork tenderness.

A tablespoon 
of catsup, Worcestershire sauce or 
other highly flavored meat sauce 
adds a professional touch. 

New England boiled dinner with 
horseradish sauce is one of the 
famous early American treats which 
deserves its popularity. 

New England Boiled Dinner. 
Three pounds corned beef. 
One-third cup sugar. 

Two pounds fresh beef, brisket, 
flank or plate, 

One-fourth pound salt pork. 

One cabbage, cut in eighths, 

Carrots, beets, new potatoes, one 
of each for each serving. 

Boil corned beef until tender, add- 
ing sugar 26 minutes before the 
meat is done. Boil fresh beef and 
salt pork until soft when pierced 
with a fork.. Boil beets until ten- 
der, and remove skins. Boi] car- 
rots and potatoes after paring. The 
potatoes and carrots may be boiled 
in the corned beef stock after the 
meat has been removed and the 
water skimmed, but the beets 
should be cooked separately.” The 
cabbage should not be boiled with 
the corned beef, because the salt 
used in the corning process turns 
the cabbage red; however, the cab 
bage may be boiled with the salt 
pork for flavor if desired. Serves 
10 or 12. The meat is delicious 
served cold, if it is not all eaten at 
the first serving. 

When the dinner is served, a 
slice of fresh beef, a slice of corned 
beef and a slice of salt pork are 
placed on each plate, with table-

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SWEET YEAST DOUGH 
TWO-N-ONE RECIPE 


———— 


Now and then a homemaker likes 
to try her hand at a recipe that is 
new for her. Sweet yeast dough is 
recommended for such hand-testing 
for there is great satisfaction in 
serving puffy, fragrant coffee cakes, 
fresh from the oven. 

Success depends chiefly on 
kneading the dough until delicate 
little blisters show just under the 
satiny smooth surface. ea. 

Sweet yeast dough is a two-in- 
one recipe. Make the entire amount 
of dough, use half for rolls or a 
coffee cake, and keep the rest in a 
covered container in the refrigera- 
tor.. When needed, shape into rolls 
or coffee cake, let rise, and bake. 

Sweet Yeast Dough. 

Two cakes compressed yeast. 

One-fourth cup lukewarm water. 

One cup milk. 

One-fourth cup butter. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Two eggs, beaten. 

One teaspoon grated lemon rind 
(if desired). 

Six to eight cups sifted flour. 

Soften yeast in lukewarm water. 
Scald milk. Add butter, sugar and 
salt. Cool to lukewarm. Add flour 
to make a thick batter. Add yeast, 
eggs, and lemon rind. Beat well. 
Add enough more flour to make a 
soft dough. Turn out on lightly 
floured board and knead until sat- 
iny. Form into a ball, place in

NEW YORK, May 2 (AP). — 
Some Texas college boys and a 
professional strong man started to- 
day to devise a plan to kidnap 
Adolf Hitler, but a college dean 
branded as “war-mongering” the 


‘ million-dollar reward offer for the 


Nazi Fuehrer. 

Unidentified Pittsburghers, 
through President Samuel Harden 
Church of the Carnegie Institute, 
offered the cash to anyone who 
would deliver Hitler to the League 
of Nations, unharmed, before May 
31. 

The Texas boys telephoned a 
Dallas newspaper saying they’d 
like to attempt the job, but were 
“deterred by lack of finances.” 
They suggested that the Carnegie 
Institute finance them and forget 
about the reward. 

Another Texan, a professional 
strong man in Houston, tele- 
graphed the New York Times: 

“Will go after Hitler and bring 
him back. Must have ~ hundred- 
thousand-dollar drawing account 
and transportation to Germany 
made possible.” 

* Columbia Dean Assails Church. 

Addressing a letter to Church, 
Dean Carl W. Ackerman of the 
Columbia University Graduate 
School of Journalism assailed the 


.- plan as an attempt to precipitate 


war between the United States and 
Germany, adding: 

“It (the proposal) indicates that 
the time has arrived for the Amer- 
ican people to begin to list our 
war makers. You have won the 
unique position of war maker No. 


“To offer a monetary reward for 
the sacrifice of human life, which 


would be necessary to capture 
Herr Hitler, is a dangerous na- 
tional as well as international pro- 
posal,” Ackerman declared. “The 
American people will never sanc- 
tion a policy of kidnaping either at 
home or abroad. 

Attempt to Stampede Public. 

“Your proposal is not an appeal 
to public opinion or to the rea- 
soned judgment of the nation. It 
is an effort to stampede public sen- 
timent by mobilizing public emo- 
tion, for the obvious purpose of pre- 
cipitating events calculated to force 
the Congress to declare war upon 
Germany.” 

In Pittsburgh a plainclothes pa- 
trolman wag stationed at the home 
of Dr. Church. Police Inspector 
Edward J. Brophy. said Dr. Church’s 
son expressed fear for his father’s 
safety. 

The Rev. A. W. Forney, head of 
the Pittsburgh Holy Name Society, 
proposed if the’ $1,000,000 remained 
unclaimed upon expiration of the 
reward offer May 31 that “Dr. 
Church’s group donate the money 
to the relief of refugees from Ger- 
many—Catholic, Protestant and 
Jewish,” ‘ 

In “Washington, State Depart- 
ment officials declined to say 
whether the offer directly involved 
any sections of President Roose- 
velt’s neutrality proclamation but 
pointed out several sections which 
they said might have a bearing on 
the situation. 

For instance, they explained that 
the Sept. 5 proclamation directed 
to all United States citizens to “re- 
main at peace with all” the bellig- 
erents and to “maintain a strict 


and impartial neutrality.” 


BRIDGES ADVISED NLRB 
ON HAWAII APPOINTEE 


CIO Leader’s Correspondence 
With Board Member Sub- 
' mitted in Inquiry. 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP).— 
Correspondence between Harry R. 
Bridges, west coast CIO director, 


and Edwin S. Smith, member of the 
National Labor Relations Board, 
regarding board personnel to be 
assigned to Hawaii was submit- 
ted today to the special House 
committee investigating the board. 

Smith identif‘ed a letter from 
Bridges, dated Jan. 8, 1938, stating 
that Hawaii was in need of a 
“good man” who would be able to 
“resist the employer arguments” 
better than the board’s represen- 
tative who was there then. 

“I agree with you as to the im- 
portance of having the right sort 
of man in Hawaii,” Smith wrote in 
reply, “and the board has this very 
much in mind.” 

Bridges’ letter said he under- 
stood that Bertram Edises, then 
acting regional director at San 
Francisco, was to be sent to Hawaii. 
While he regarded Edises as 
“ideal” for that post, Bridges wrote, 
he urged that Edises be retained 
in San Francisco where the CIO 


unions had been dissatisfied with 
the board’s regional office. 

He suggested, however, that some 
one of the type of Edises or Elwin 
J. Eagen, regional director at Seat- 
tle, “be immediately selected for 
Hawaii.” 


LEADER QUOTED AS SAYING 
GANG KILLED 64 IN YEAR 


Murder Syndicate Head Said to 
Have Admitted Ring Took in 
$500,000 Annually. 

NEW YORK, May 2 (AP).—Abe 
(Kid Twist) Reles, alleged leader 
of a murder syndicate was quoted 
by District Attorney William 
O’Dwyer’s office today as disclos- 
ing that the killers-for-hire syndi- 
cate committed at least 63 murders 
and grossed about $500,000 a year. 
The income, according to Reles, 
was chiefly built on underworld 
assassinations, bolstered by petty 
rackets and jewel robberies in Flori- 
ca carried out by members of the 

ring “on their vacations.” 

O’Dwyer’s office said Reles, who 
turned informer in the hope of es- 
caping the electric chair, acknowl- 
edged that he and Harry (Happy) 
Maione received the biggest share 
of the gang’s profits. -

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Nutritional 
Value of Our 
~ Soft Drinks

HAT is the composition of our 
Weor: drinks and their nutri- 
tional value? 


Most soft drinks of the bottled 
variety contain from eight to 10 
per cent carbohydrate, making a 
bottle yield about 100 calories, which 
is equal to about a slice of bread, 
Dissolved in the drink is carbon 
dioxide gas, which makes it fizz. 
This probably causes it to get from 
the stomach to the intestines in 
shorter time and it is in the intes- 
tines it is absorbed and quenches 
thirst, Hence the carbonation is an 
advantage on thirsty days. 

Soft drinks, unless specifically 
stated, contain no vitamins or min- 
erals. 

Fresh grape juice contains vita- 
mins B and C. Natural orange 
juice is a splendid source of vitamin 
C; so is tomato juice. All natural 
fruit juices (lemonade, etc.) contain 
citric and other acids which give 
the characteristic flavor but which 
are immediately turned to alkalis 
or buffer substances in the blood 
and do not increase the acidity of 
the body. 

Buttérmilk contains no fat if it is 
of the skim variety, but whole but- 
termilk contains about 4 per cent 
fat, which doubles the caloric value. 
It is a fine source of calcium and 
phosphorus, The sourness is caused 
by some benevolent bacteria, which 
may be good for constipation. 

Iced coffee has only the nutri- 
tional value of the sugar contained 
in it. Its reviving effect is due to 
caffeine, which increases the plood 
flow through the heart, kidneys and 
brain. 

Questions and Answers. 

M. W.: “The fear of eating for- 
eign objects such as bits of glass 
and chips from china and cooking 
utensils has almost become an ob- 
session with me. Do such things 
penetrate the walls of the stomach 
and intestines? What is the danger 
or is the seriousness of the whole 
thing quite remote?” 

Answer: We all probably eat 
small pieces of foreign objects 
which pass through the digestive 
tract and do no injury. Half a 
dozen physicians to whom I have 
talked can recall no case in which 
any Clinical condition resulted. In- 
sane people frequently swallow very 
large foreign objects without doing 
themselves any harm.

Three-pound finnan haddie, one

It's Time to Reduce 
By Patricia Lindsay 


ROM the first of May on 
F through the summer is an ex- 
cellent time to reduce if you 
are overweight. That is if you 
live in a climate which grows 
warmer daily from now on. 

The consensus of authorities on 
weight reduction is that no woman 
should drop more than two pounds 
a week the first month (unless 


she is under the careful super- 
vision of her physician), and a 
gradual increase to four pounds 


a week is the maximum safe re- 
ducing schedule. 

Unless one’s excess weight is 
due to an abnormal glandular con- 
dition, most heavy women can be- 
gin to reduce by simply cutting 
down on the amount of food they 
eat. That is, they could eat a 
lighter breakfast, lunch and din- 
ner. They can stop eating be- 
tween meals entirely and that in- 
cludes all snacks and drinks other 
than water. This method gradu- 
ally shrinks the stomach so one 
feels satisfied with less food in a 
week’s time. 

The next step is to stop eating 
all sweets, heavy sauces, all des- 
serts other than fruit, and sub- 
stituting milk for cream. Along 
with this program one should ex- 

_ercise a little more each day, to 

burn up the energy your food is 
creating and to use up some of 
the fat stored from evereating.

ONCE “OU have determined to 
reduce, to drop weight so you will 
feel better and look better, the road 
is easy. But each day you must 
school yourself to refuse more food 
than you need and to ignore the 
fattening foods. 

One good way to discipline your- 
self is to have your meals served 
to you on a tray, or separately 
from the rest of the family. The 
meals should include only the 
foods you need for daily energy. 
Thus you are not tempted to eat 
what is served to the other mem- 
bers of the family. 

Overweight women are likely to 
be slightly indolent with little will 
power regarding their menus. So 
it is necessary for them to think 
slimness. They should make it a 
habit to step on the scales each 
morning and notice if they dropped 
a fraction of a pound. They should 
look at themselves in a full length 
mirror to see if their skirt hangs 
without showing bulges. They 
must draw in their tummies to get 
control of abdomen muscles which 
have grown flabby. They should 
dream of the day when they can 
fit into a size smaller dress, then 
another size smaller. Thus it be- 
comes an engaging game to lose 
weight. 

Remember starvation diets are 
not safe. One must reduce on 
carefully balanced meals _ includ- 
ing some of fresh fruit, fresh 
vegetables, dairy products, a lit- 
tle protein, a little starch and 
enough natural sweetening. A

her hands. She must know and do 
without hesitation, even if what she 
knows or does is not a hundred 
per cent if she wants the baby to 
be “good.” 


The teacher must know exactly 
what. she plans to do for the day 
and be ready to do it. The les- 
sons must be planned, the material 
ready, the children secure in her 
understanding of the situation or 
the disorder and noise caused by, 
the unrest of the children will drive 
her out of the room, A good part 
of the trouble young teachers have 
with discipline is caused by a lack 
of planning and preparation, 


One young teacher had her plan 
beautifully written in the book but 
it called for water colors which she 
did not have in the room; it called 
for scissors and she did not know 
where they were; it meant two sets 
of books and one set were in an- 
other room, and she did not know 
that until time to use them. She 
could not hold the class all day. 
Had she checked the material she 
needed and had it standing ready 
for distribution, she would have 
had little trouble, for the children 
were ready for work and the plan 
was good. 
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OLDER CHILDREN are often 
distressed by arguments, half heard 
words between their parents, dis- 
cussions about doing or not doing 
simple things. If they knew posi- 
tively what was planned, knew 
what was expected of them, felt 
sure in their homes, they would 
go their way cheerfully, their 
minds free for work. When they 
are left in a state of indecision 
they cannot work, 


Discussions about what is_to be 
done ought to be carried on pri- 
vately until some decision has been 
reached. Then the children can be 
told and no harm done. Don’t dis- 
cuss the possibilities of pleasure or 
grief before young children. It only 
distresses them, stirs their minds 
without benefit to‘anybody. “May- 
be we are going to the circus. May- 
be not. I hope we can,” keeps a 
child bothered. Don’t say circus 
until you decide it is possible. 


Above all, don’t hint about trou- 
ble coming. Wait until it comes 
and then take time about telling 
it. If by telling the older chil- 
dren trouble can be averted or 
helped, they should be told and al- 
lowed their partnership in home 
concerns, But small children 
should have no hint of grief if it 
is possible to spare them. 


In any case try to be positive 
in your dealings with children, Try 
to give them a feeling that you 
know what you are about and are 
quite sure of yourself and your 
undertakings. That certainty will 
give the children a feeling of se- 
curity, calm their minds, conserve 
their energy and make things bet- 
ter all around.

OMINY seems to be an all-or- 
Hootning food—either you have it 

every day with an endless reg- 
ularity, or you never have it at 
all. Thus hominy grits is almost 
a cult in some parts of the South, 
where you eat it (or them) for 
breakfast, luncheon and dinner the 
year round; while in certain parts 
of the Middle West, hominy is as 
common as rice or potatoes. Yet 
elsewhere you will find good Amer- 
icans who have heard of but never 
seen, much less tasted, the fat 
white grains of hominy. If you are 
one of these, you'll never have a 
better chance to try it than with 
tonight’s shrimp dish. 
Shrimp and Hominy With Tomato 


Sauce (Cost About 40c). 

One and one-half pounds fresh 
shrimp. 

Two cups tomato juice. 

Two tablespoons minced onion. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper, 

Two tablespoons flour. 

Three tablespoons water. 

One No. 2% tin hominy. 

Two tablespoons butter and salt 
to suit taste. 

Drop shrimp into boiling salted 
water and boil rapidly for 15 min- 
utes; let cool in the water, then 
drain and remove husks and dark 
vein down the back. Meanwhile, 
mix tomato juice with onion, salt 
and pepper, and simmer gently for 
15 minutes. Mix flour to smooth 
paste with the water, and stir into 
tomato juice; continue to stir until 
Sauce boils and thickens. When 
ready to serve, heat hominy, drain, 
and add butter and salt to suit 
taste. ombine with shrimps and 
serve with the hot tomato sauce.

ALLEN IN NAVIGATION CABIN OF 


A CLIPPER PLANE.

éé ITTLE man, big stuff,” best 
L describes Edmund T. Allen, 
ace test pilot of the United 
States, currently engaged in flight 
testing the Curtiss-Wright substrat- 
osphere transport at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field and the Boeing “Strat- 
oliner” at Seattle, Wash. 

Slight of stature and with a man- 
ner almost shy, Allen falls far 
short, in appearance, of the fic- 
tional test pilot type. His costume 
when flying a Big Bertha of the air 
is more often a business suit and a 
felt hat than the more picturesque 
flying togs the public has come to 
expect. And, he tells you in his 
quiet way—‘“the whole conception 
of adventure and thrill in testing 
an airplane belongs in the movies.” 

But when you fly in a trans-con- 
tinental airliner, a 40-ton trans-At- 
lantic “clipper” or roll down to Rio 
via Pan-American, “Eddie” Allen 
has been there before you in the 
original of those respective air 
giants, to test the capabilities the 
makers sought to put into the craft. 
He has also test-flown military 
planes, both large and small, in- 
cluding “flying dreadnaughts,” and 
the XB-15, which is twice the size 
of the army’s “flying fortresses.” 

It is a tough job to get Allen to 
talk about himeelf. It is on the 
“technique of flight test,” the pro- 
fession in which he is top man, 
that he can be induced to dis- 
course. 

“A job must be done in one man- 
ner only—the safe manner,” he ex- 
plained. 

“There is never any problem for 
the pilot to decide on that point, 
although frequently it is not clear 
just how to obtain maximum safety. 
A great deal of ingenuity is neces- 
sary in order to devise tests which 
aid in the analysis of a given dan- 
ger, so that the exploration of the 
hazards involved in a particular 
operation of the airplane can be 
approached without exposing the 
crew at more than one vulnerable 
point at a time. Initial takeoff is 
one such hazard, with its un- 
knowns. 

“Operating the test flight in ac- 
cordance with the minimum hazard

viewpoint, the pilot conducts a se- 
ries of partial flight runs, endeavor- 
ing to eliminate the unknown ele- 
ments. The powerplant and propel- 
ler operation are tested under stat- 
ic conditions; brakes are tried at 
gradually increasing ground speeds; 
the action of the wheels is studied 
under the dynamic forces of take- 
off, and the three air controls are 
explored, one by one, without get- 
ting the airplane into an altitude 
which is dangerous. It has been 
Said by the aviation insurance peo- 
ple that 99 per cent of all accidents 
could be prevented by foresight. It 
is our purpose in flight testing to 
extend the range of this foresight 
as far as possible.”

LLEN did all of these things be- 
Arre he and his two associates, 

Dean Smith and Willis Wells, 
hopped off in tne substratosphere 
transport a month ago. Despite all 
the precautions, everyone who wit- 
nessed that first takeoff, experts 
as well as laymen, felt that three 
humans were making a jump into 
the unknown. When the big ship 
cleared the field and lifted into the 
characteristic St. Louis haze there 
were exclamations of relief. Allen 
and Smith, at the controls, and 
Wells, watching the gauges which 
told how the powerful twin engines 
were functioning, flew the ship for 
an hour and a half that first time, 
using only gentle maneuvers at an 
altitude which would have given 
them time to scramble out and drop 
with their parachutes had things 


gone wrong. Eddie Allen demon- 
strated that the safe way is the 
only way, and brought the ship in 
for a perfect landing. 

Now, with the toddling stage 
past, Allen and his crew are flying 
the transport with increasing assur- 
ance. Soon they will “give it the 
works,” measuring the minimum 
time and distance for takeoff, land- 
ing and taking off over an ob- 
Stacle, “stalling” in flight and div- 
ing the 19-ton craft at a speed 33 
per cent greater than its maximum 
pace in level flight. During the 
dive tests the controls are shaken 
to determine if flutter will develop. 

“How about this diving an air- 
plane ‘as big as a house’”? the re- 
porter asked. Were there ever any 
“uncertain” moments? 

“Well, no!” Allen could not recall 
anything special, except the series 
of 52 dives he made with one big 
ship to test 52 varieties of outside 
fittings. He recalled that experi- 
ence because it had been monoto- 
nous. It was characteristic that he 
should remember the number was 
52, not “about 50.” He lives by be- 
ing exact. 

“Million dollar” airplanes, first 
models, are not uncommon today, 
another reason for careful and ex- 
acting procedure, The substrato- 
sphere transport cost more than 
$900,000. Insurance premiums dur- 
ing test flights of this type of air- 
liner may reach $1000 an _ hour. 
These factors bring economics into 
the picture.

large plane so influences the plan- 
hing and conduct of each flight 
that not infrequently a succeeding 
flight for rechecking the same data 
will be accomplished in identical 
time, down to the minute,” Allen 
explained. “I recall a series of 
four flights of an hour each, to test 
four different engine cowlings, 
which occupied an identical elapsed 
time between takeoffs and landings. 
This was not done by prearrange- 
ment, in fact it was not discov- 
ered until after we had checked our 
data, but the planning and execu- 
tion had clicked so that not even 
@ minute was wasted.” 


Born and reared in Chicago, Allen 
displayed his quiet, though defi- 
nite, flare for doing something dif- 
ferent by enrolling in the agricul- 
tural course at the University of 
Illinois in 1916. When the United 
States plunged into the World War 
young Allen enrolled in the offi- 
cers’ training camp at Fort Sheri- 
dan, Ill. Soon transferred to avia- 
tion, he was sent back to the Uni- 
versity of Illinois for ground school 
training. His next stop was Scott 
Field, near Belleville, where he 
learned to fly. After 15 hours of 
“solo” he was appointed an instruc- 
tor and put in charge of a flying 
class. 

Next he was sent to a flying in- 
structors’ school at Lake Charles, 
La., and became an instructor of 
instructors, then sailed for England 
to study methods of testing air- 
planes, an unknown science in the 
United States. The British had a 
fine experimental field, for that 
day, and the young American 
learned all the English had to 
offer. 

oe a: 

LLEN returned to the United 
A sistes and became a member of 

the first testing group at Wilbur 
Wright Field (now Wright Field), 
near Dayton, O. Following the 
armistice he left the army and re- 
turned to Illinois U.—to study en- 
gineering. After a year he trans- 
ferred to Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology and spent his sum- 
mer vacations at Langley Field, 
Va., as a test pilot for the National 
Advisory Committee on Aero 
nautics. 

Upon completing his engineering 
course Allen became a free lance 
tester of airplanes, and later got a 
job as a civilian test pilot at the 
army’s McCook Field, testing all 
types of military planes. The goal 
of all pilots at that stage of avia- 
tion development was the air mail. 
Allen signed up with the Postoffice 
Department—that was before con- 
tract mail routes—and for four 
years he flew the air mail route be- 
tween Cheyenne and Salt Lake 
City. 

In 1930 Allen quit the air mail 
and started his serious career as a 
test pilot. Wanting to build up a 
consulting engineering practice, he 
opened an office in New York and 
was at various times consulting 
engineer and test pilot for North- 
rup, Douglas, Lockheed, Consoli- 
dated, Boeing, North American, 
Vultee, Sikorsky and  Curtiss- 
Wright. For a time he specialized 
in dive testing for the army and 
the navy. 

“It was then I learned that the 
dive is not so important—it is the 
year spent in engineering and build-

ing before the dive is made that 
counts,” he said.

NE of his consulting jobs was to 
() convince the executives of a cer- 

tain airline that their pilots could 
land in each of the small emergen- 
cy fields along the route. He ac- 
complished this by practical demon- 
strations, with full loads. Another 
job was the preparation of charts 
enabling pilots to~check constant 
engine power and truesspeed at es- 
tablished altitudes. Allen likes to 
illustrate his discourse with pen- 
ciled charts, roughly drawn on 
scratch paper. 

Between other jobs, he has built 
eight airplanes “in the basement.” 
He flew each, to prove’ certain 
theories of efficiency he had _ in 
mind, but has never attempted to 
develop a plane of his own com- 
mercially. Now 44 years old and 
married he is chief of research for 
the Boeing Aircraft Co., at Seattle, 
where he lives. During the testing 
program here he is commuting be- 
tween Seattle and St. Louis by aijir- 
line. He also has some wind-tunnel 
work to do, on models of projected 
aircraft, in California. 


All through the interview the re- 
porter sought to recall something 
he had heard about the Allen ca- 
reer, which was not exactly ac- 
cording to slide rule calculation. 

“Aha!” he had it. The late Frank 
Hawks, one of aviation’s glamor 
boys, wrote a very excellent book— 
“Once to Every Pilot,” dealing with 
“worst moments in the lives of 
America’s great fliers, breathless 
seconds in which each asked, ‘will 
I come out of this alive?’” Promi- 
nent among the characters is Ed- 
die Allen. - 


That particular worst moment, as 
told by Hawks and confirmed by 
Allen, was during the testing of a 
small airplane at Wichita, Kan. 
Wishing to check the movement of 
tne aileron controls (on the wings), 
Allen put stops in the ailerons. 

“That was my mistake,” he ad- 
mitted readily. “The test I was 
making called for a spin. The 
ailerons jammed on the stops and 
the airplane stayed in the spin. 
When it came out it tried to stay 
in a roll. I got the ship down in 
one piece finally, and Frank tells 
how it was done.” 

So—there is an occasional thrill 
in test flying even though the coun- 
try’s leading expert would have us 
believe his job is as prosaic as 
teaching school.

South Makes 
Slam Despite 
Poor Bidding

é6 EAR MR. CULBERTSON: 
[) x set a great deat of plear- 
ure in reading the hands in 
7vour column each day and the fact 
that my game has improved thereby 
was proved the other night in a 
rubber game when the following 
hand was dealt.

“The bidding was optimistic, but 
when the North hand went down 
the contract did not seem difficult. 
West opened the king of hearts, 
which was taken on the board with 
the ace, and the ace and king of 
diamonds led, on which I playea my 
eight of diamonds and my iast 
heart. The ten of clubs then was 
led and finessed and held the trick. 
A small spade was led from the 
board and taken with ace, and then 
the ace of clubs was led to feel 
out the trump situation, with West 
not following suit and giving the 
location of the remaining clubs. A 
small spade was led to the queen 
on the board, and a heart led from 
the board and trumped in the closed 
hand with the three of clubs. An- 
other small spade was led from the 
South hand, and when West failed 
to follow, the contract was ‘home,’ 
the spade jack winning on the 
board and East had to follow suit. 
Another heart was led from the 
board and was trumped with the 
seven of clubs. The king of spades 
then was led and East was forced 
to trump and return a trump to 
South’s king and jack, permitting 
South to win the last two tricks 
and make his doubled contract. a, 
R. 8., New York.” 


All's well that ends well, and I am 
glad that my correspondent man- 
aged to fulfill his six club contract. 
I would be failing in my duty, how- 
ever, if I refrained from pointing 
out that the bidding of the North- 
South hands left a great deal to be 
desired. The suit which should 
have become the final trump suit 
was not even mentioned by either 
partner! Six spades was the prop- 
er contract, and the bidding should 


have proceeded as follows: 
Seuth West Nerth 


1 elub 1 heart 2 diamonds 
2 spades Pass 3 hearts 
4 no trump Pass S no trump 
6 clubs Pass 6 spades 
Pass Pass 

Usually. it is correct to rebid a 
six-card suit before mentioning a 
four-carder, but in this case South 
should see that the future course 
of bidding will be smoother if the 
spades are mentioned directly over 
North’s diamonds. When South 
bids in this fashion North has 
plenty of values to make a cue bid 
in West’s heart suit, showing first- 
round hear. control and strongly 
implying an excellent spade fit, 
since he made that cue bid, not 
after he had heard of South's 
clubs, but only after the spades had 
been mentioned. South, with four 
honor trick , then would be fully 
justified in starting the 45 no- 
trump convention, to which North, 
holding two aces, would, of course, 
respond five no trump. South then 
would show his own strong pref- 
erence for clubs, and North would 
overrule this by showing his over- 
whelming preference for spades. 


Even with South rebidding three 
clubs, however, instead of two 
spades, the bidding could easily 
have been straightened out by 
North then coming in with the 
three-spade bid instead of his less 
informative three no trump. It 
then would be South who support- 
ed the spades strongly and, of 
course, the final contract would be 
the same, although it would’ be 
North instead of South who be 
came the declarer.

 PHURSDAY, 
Chocolate and 
Cocoa Served 
As Beverages 
By Edith M. Barber 
EVERAGES made from choco- 
Bute or cocoa were used in 
America before its discovery by 
Columbus. The Emperor. Monte- 
zuma, according to Cortez, drank 
a thick beverage of cocoa and 
ground vanilla bean in a golden 
goblet. The Spaniards took quanti- 
ties of cocoa beans to Europe, 
and the Spanish claim chocolate as 
their national beverage. 

Cocoa and chocolate are pre- 
pared for table use from the cocoa 
bean. The only difference between 
them is that some of the naturai 
butter has been removed from 
chocolate in order to produce pow- 
dered cocoa. Prepared with milk, 
hot cocoa is often given to chil- 
dren for breakfast, and both cocoa 
and chocolate in beverage form 
are used at the family luncheon. 

Service of Cocoa and Chocolate: 
Cocoa and chocolate should be 
served in a covered pitcher unless 
you have a chocolate pot. Tall 
cups especially designed for this 
beverage or any large coffee cup 
may be used. Whipped cream is 
often passed with cocoa or choco- 
late, and powdered sugar should 
be provided for those who like a 
particularly sweet beverage. 

Either chocolate or cocoa may 
be served iced and may be made 
several hours before serving so that 
they may be cool before ice is 
added. A combination of equal 
parts of chocolate and coffee make! 
a delicious iced beverage when 
served with whipped cream or 
with a ball of vanilla or coffee ice 
cream. 


COCOA. 
One-fourth to one-half cup cocoa. 
One cup cold water. 
Three cups milk. 
Two tablespoons sugar. 
One-eighth teaspoon salt. 
Cook cocoa and water over a low 


heat, stirring until mixture is 
smooth. Boil one minute. Add salt, 
sugar, and milk, stirring until well 
mixed, and cook over low heat until 
mixture is foamy. Beat with an 
egg beater to prevent scum from 
forming. Serve with whipped 
cream, if desi.ed. 
Yield: Six servings. 
Note: To vary flavor, add one- 
half teaspoon of vanilla extract 
and one-fourth teaspoon of cinna- 
mon just before beating. -
